Postmaeter-Oenenil Payne is enforcing a 
rule in regard to the retention of Republi- 
can fourth -class postmasters that is causing 
critcisuiB among members of the House of 
Representatives. The rule ib designed to 
prevent the removal of such postmasteiB at 
the instigation of a representative if' they 
have established a good record, In other 
words, if they are competent and have not 
been made objects of complaint or serious 
criticism it is the purpose of the postmaster 
general . that they shall not be removed to 
make way for other Republicans, 
'■ Mr.- Payne while he has not said' so, is 
not the anther of this rule. It eminates 
from" the White House and can be accepted 
as' an unofficial appendix of the civil service 
law. Tho President, actuated by a desire 
to save his new postmaster-general from 
the worry .of dealing with' a multitude of 
applications for appointments to fourth- 
class poBtofficcB, decided to introduce ^a 
limited merit system in this branch of the 
service. The members of the House do 
not take kindly to it. They are -already 
threatening reprisals for being deprived of 
what has heretofore been their best pat- 
ron nge.

Bill and the Benefit to be Derived 

by Its Passage. 

The house last week passed the oleomar- 
garine bill." Tho provision to require'* ther. 
inspection and branding of renovated butter • 
which wns adopted in committee of. the 
whole was retained. A synopsis of 
measure is as follows: ' 

" "The bill makes oleomargarine or it 
tiou butter or cheese transported into v. 
Btalo or territory for use, sale or consump-.. 
tion therein, subject to the Jaws of such .;- 
stale or territory', notwithatanding that it 
amy be introduced is original packages, 
and imposes a tax of ten cents per pound 
on oleomargarine made in imitation- of ■"/ 
"butter of any shade of yellow." 'When * 
not made in such imitation, the tax is;.ro-- 
duced to one fourth of . a. cent per ' pound.', 

Thf) second section is intended to- pre- 
vent dealers, hotel proprietors, ■ resbiurant. 
and boarding bouse keepers from coloring 
the uncotored article, by making any par- .: 
son who colors the product and then. Belli* 
or furnishes it to others, a manufacturer ."- 
within the meaning of tho act. Ponolties 
for tbe violnHon of the^act are a line not' ; 
leas than $50 nor more than $500 and^iiu- - 
prisonroent for not less than 30 dny nor- . 
more than six months. The new section 
relating to the inspection and branding of : 
renovated butter is as foliowBt "That the 
secretary of agriculture is hereby author- 
ized and required to cause a rigid sanatory 
inspection to be made from time to time, 
and at Bncb times as he may deem neccas- 
ary, of nil factories and storehouses where" 
butter is renovated; and all. butter renova-" 
fed nt such places shall be carefully inspec- 
ted in the same manner and to the same 
extent and purpose that meat products are 
now inspected' The quantity and quality 
of butler renovated shall be reported month- 
ly. All renovated butter shall bo designa- 
ted us such by marks, brands and labels, 
and the words renovated butter shall be 
printed on all packages thereof, in such a 
manner as may be prescribed by the secre- 
tary of agriculture, and shall be sold only 
as renovated butter. ..No renovated. bptteScj,. 
shall be shipped] or transported from one 
Btate to another, or to foreign countries, . 
unless inspected as provided in lb is section 7 " -

Savings Bank Interest. . 

When, tho Vermont , Legislature .in 
1000 passed nn net providing Hint tho 
trustees of savings banks and savings 
institutions In that State should regu- 
late tho rate of interest or dividends, 
not to exceed- 1-74 per cent seml-annual- 
ly upon the deposits therewith, It an- 
ticipated a course of action. which has 
iiow, to all nppenrances, forced itself 
upon the savings Institutions of the Em- 
pire State.. 

While some or the stronger Vermont 
Institutions, like the Burlington Sav- 
ings Buuky could easily pay 2 per cent 
scml-uuiuuilly, some of the weaker sav- 
ings bnuka experienced great difficulty 
in keeping up tbe rate, owing to tho 
larger percentage of cost of doing busi- 
ness, practically the same machinery 
being necessary for the carrying ou of 
a small business as a larger one. 
' Some of the smaller Institutions' did. 
not feel like reducing their rate of In- 
terest or dividend, for they realized 
that If they adopted a smaller rate 
while tho stronger Institutions contin- 
ued to pay at least- & per cent, deposi- 
tors would be Inclined to withdraw 
their savings and place the smue whero 
a larger rate could be secured. In this 
emergency, says the Burlington Free 
rrcss, an appeal was made to the Legis- 
lature to establish a uniform rate, 
above which no savings institution 
could go In the regulating of Interest or 
dividends, nnd the act In question was 
the result.

"Gold and plati- 
num In various proportions and many 
other metals are employed, so, that, 
unless a criminal has all Ills teeth 
polled, out, bo can most certainly bo 
Identified, Uvea then a plate Is as sure 
a clue as a coat ,

"The great rule for ua In regard to for- 
eign nations Is In extending our commer-

The publication of the British- Japanese 
treaty probably ocenslaned as much sur- 
prise nmong diplomats aa' when Lord 
Beacon h fiuld nt tho Berlin congress dis- 
played before tho eyes of tho assembled 
ambassadors tho trcnly by which Tu.&cy 
ceded the island of Cyprus to' Great Brit- 
ain In exchange for -the guaranty of the 
Integrity of the Turkish empire. 

Lord Salisbury has never been addicted 
to sensntlonalism in international i:olI- 
cics, hut ho has now given tbo BrUtsh 
people something to talk about that ft'l 1 1 
at. least for tho moment divert their 
minds from the Boor war. 

The Japnneso treaty, it not a cbfcek- 
mnttir Is nt-Icast a very serious «heck to 
Husda's designs In Mnnchurla-aad Coi-ea. 
Thcio will be no incorporation of Man- 
churia by Itussla without a war of Buch 
magnitude, that the nations of the earth' 
might well quail nt the prospect. 

That tho treaty Is aimed nt Russia may 
be. rsadily seen. The preamble declares 
that tho sole purpose of Great Britain 
and Japan la to preserve the status quo 
and general policy Jn the extreme cast,* 
"Having In view, however, their cspcclul 
interests, or which those of Great 'Brlt- 
sln*ielate principally to China, whlla 
Jay an, In addition to the interests sho 
possesses In China, Is Interested in a 
peculiar degree politically, as well as 
commercially and Industrially, in Core a, 
the signatories recognize that it will be 
admissible for cither or theni to take 
■uck : measures as may be Indlspensablt 
In order to safeguard those interests, li 
they be threatened 'by the aggressive ac- 
tion of.'ony other power, or by disturb- 
ances arising in China er Cores necessi- 
tating the Intervention v of : cither of the 
contracting parties for tho protection of 
tho lives and property of Its subjects." 

Now It Is Itussla that threatens Great 
Britain in China, and Japan In Cores. 
Japanese statesmen wllPnot soon forget 
that It was Busslan interference nftor 
the close of the" Chinese war that pre- 
vented Jnpqn from reaping the full fruits 
of .Its conquest.-' That: memory still ran- 
kles. 

The "treaty further stipulates that if 
cither party becomes involved In a war 
with any natloDi in defense of their ic- 
spectivfl interests, the other ..will main- 
tain a strict neutrality, but if any other 
pswer or powers should join In hostili- 
ties against Its ally, the other party will 
come to . Its asilatance. It la without 
question a formidable alliance.

LIFE BEYOND THE GRAVE. 

' A request from n Professor oE Oxford in 
the Fortnightly Review, wns copied by nn 
American magazine recently for the pur* 
pose of eliciting adult opinions on the sub- 
liect oE immortality.' Neatly tho same 
thing occurred some years ■ ago when a 
Boston editor asked for .the opinion, and 
reasons therefore, of as many minister* as 
saw fit to answer three questions— stating 
the questions briefly— on the subject, The 
replies were nearly unanimous and the re- 
sult found in a full belief of n future exis- 
tence, but utterly without proof, say all. 
The late controversy through the news- 
papers at least; between 1'rof. Pearson of 
tho Methodist University and members of 
tho same church in which the Professor 
takes the position that the Bible is not in- 
faliable, thereby raining much serious talk, 
with the result that the Professor 1ms re- 
signed his chair, Tho latter ovent canted 
much disturbance in religion* circles, and 
is alluded to in the belief ttint the subject 
matter bos not been forgotten and that it 
may apply, partially, to the following re- 
marks on the belief in immortality. 

There is no question about the fact that 
the bible docs teach of a life in the world 
to come, but what is that life V_ The sub- 
ject is much too large for a newspaper 
article, yet a few pertinent questions staled 
with due tespect to tho subject may be 
found interesting if not instructive. We 
know that this corruptible body "will dio 
and bo committed to the 1 grave. As a cor- 
poral body we know loo, that it will in 
time, utterly decay; and herein consists the 
merit, if any, of tha remarks. We -read 
the beautiful sentence of our feet treading 
"the golden streets of the now Jerusalem" 
and others of like nature, but we can hardly 
realize that it is likely to happen literally. 
There are many passages of scripture that 
lead us to believe that thero are many 
beautiful places for the redeemed of earth; 
but be that as it may,' it is difficult for the 
uiind to separate the mortal from the im- 
mortal; the sensual from the spiritual, or, 
what life is in the existence hereafter, We 
reason from organisation as wo find it in 
this life, and ask with all due' respect: 
What iise has a future existence for the 
faculty of alimentiveness, tbo definition of 
which is Ilia ability to nourish tho body by 
food or drink? What use will tho faculty 
of combativeness, the definition of which 
is to defend tbe body against assault, force, 
energy, as to the affairs of this world, have 
to do in that of a future existence? Then 
too, there is the faculty of caution, the 
organ that takes care of this mortal body, 
to ward oS danger, etc. 

Do not revivalists attempt to reach tho 
human heart through fear by deoicting 
the horors n waiting the unconverted soul? 
Need 1 refer, in this connection, to the 
awful devices of. the Spanish Inquisition 
for suppression of heresy, of tbe excommu- 
.mention, and the wrath of God, all of 
which appeals to the faculty of fear for com- 
pliance. It iB affirmed that God is love, 
but statistics prove that 80 per cent of 
human love is sexual love, leaving 20 per 
cent for spiritual or I 'anionic love. Love 
is one of the redeeming qualities of our 
nature, but a love of an appetite is not one 
of them. The love of i huh in is a soulful 
love, but if one listens over long it may 
become a noise only; and yet it may bo of 
spiritual nature.' After all criticism is 
made on the subject. We find ourselves 
reasoning from tbo five mortal souses; i. e. 
hearing, seeing, smelling, taslcing and 
feeling; each and all subjects lo the brain 
und the nervous system for expression. 

At least wo are compelled to fall buck on 
faith, of which hope is a strong backer, 
and accept tho situation as did Queen

Auti-niinrcliy Bill l'livurubly Reported 
with Two AiuciiilmciiiM. 

Tho committee on judiciary of the Sen- 
nte made n fnvornbh) report uu the Hour 
anti-anarchy bill with two Import ant 
amendments, Tho principal ■Tcnturuj of 
the bill are that it prescribes the death 
penalty for all persons who shall nt tempt 
tho life of the President or any otlklnl in 
the line of succession or who shall aid 
such' wotild-bo assnssln to escape cap- 
ture; also for any one -who shall attempt 
In.thiB country the life of tlie chief ruler 
of another nation. Imprisonment for not 
exceeding ten years Is prescribed for all 
who threaten, adrUe or Instigate such 
assassination. 

■The Secretary, of Wnr Is* authorized 
and' directed to select nnd detail, from 
tho regular army, a sutllelcnt number of 
o Ulcers and men to guard nnd protect the 
person, of the President or the United 
States without nny tin necessary display. 

■ The provision regarding threats* mid utf 
teranccs agnlnst the life or the President 
la very drastic. It provides Lliat any per- 
son who shall, within the limits of Hie 
"United States or place subject (o the Jur- 
isdiction' thereof, by spoken words or by 
written words, tittered or* published, 
threaten to kill, or advise, or lmttigato 
another to kill, tho President or the Vice- 
President of the United States, or any 
officer thereof upon whom the power and 
duties of the office of Preside m of the 
United States tuny devolve under the 
constitution and laws, shall he punished 
by Imprisonment not exceeding- ten years.

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SMALL TOWNS SHOW GROWTH. 



Centum "Figure* of Decade Compared 
-"Vwlfli Tho»e for One Previous, 

Director of the Census Mcrrlam has 
given out a. statement showing ; tht 
growth' of the small towns of the .United 
States "during tho dccniia between 1800 
and 1000, as compared- with the prevloua 
decade. Tlio statement is the result of 
compilation and caicful.study of- the cen- 
sus figures by the experts ef the bureau. 
It shows a- general decrease Jn the num- 
ber of pcrosus deserting the country dis- 
tricts for. the big cities. It also shows 
unparalleled prosperity Jn towns of 4,000 
or less population. Going into -detail, 
the statement declares that the country 
districts west of the Mississippi have 
lost more In population than between 
1880 nnd 1S0O. Iowa, however,- Is on 
exception. Illinois • shows unusual 
growth. 

Following h i the census director's state- 
mefit: 

"The increase of population in tho 
(States eoBt of the Mississippi was 18.7 
between 1880 and 1800 and 10.2 between 
1800 and 1000. In the same area' tho 
Increise In urban population, meaning 
thereby nil- places, of more than 4,000 
Inhabitants, was G3.1 per cent bctwaen 
1880-and 18D0 and only 37.2 per cent 
between 1SD0 and 1000. Both of these 
statements could not be true unless the 
population of places having less than 
•i ,000 inhabitants had been growing more 
rapidly Jn the last ten years than Jn the 
preceding decade. Such is the fact Be- 
tween 1880 and 1800 the population cast 
of the Mississippi and excluding places 
of more than 4,000, increased .4.0 per 
cent, but between 1800 aad 1000, 8.7 per 
cent. 

"To throw further light upon this In- 
creased prosperity, of tho small towns 
during the last ten years a study has 
been made by the census office of thoso 
counties which actually decreased In pop- 
ulation at cither decade, making allorr- 
ance for changes In. county boundaries. 
Counties of this class aro predominantly 
agricultural and usually have lost 
through migration to moro favored locali- 
ties tho natural increase' of their popu- 
lation by excess of births over deaths. 

Between 1800 and 1000 the counties 
east of tlie Mississippi. river which lost 
population extended over an area of 00,- 
128 square miles. Tho figures show that 
In this part of the country an area almost 
equal to that of New England lost popu- 
lation between 1880 and 1800, but gained 
between 1800 and 1000. West of the 
Mississippi the changes were In the re- 
verse direction— that is, the area losing 
population wob slightly larger between 
1800 and 1000 than It was between 1880 
and 1800—33-1,802 square miles, ft8 com- 
pared with 200, MS square miles. But in 
the country as a whole the area of coun- 
ties losing population was over 30,000 
square miles less In tho Inst decade than 
it was between 1880 and 1S0O. 

"Further analysis shows that a gain of 
population in tha last decade was re- 
ported from every county of Minnesota 
and North Dakota and every county but 
one of Iowa, In South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka and Kansas, on the contrary, there 
wero large areas, mostly In tho western 
part and sparsely settled, for which a 
decrease of population was reported. Tho 
tide of migration in 1800 had. pushed up 
tho slopes of the great plains farther 
than conditions warranted and in tho 
last decade tho wave- has been receding, 
depleting these areas and Citing up tho 
rural counties of such States as Iowa 
and Illinois. 

"In Iowa the per coat af area losing 
population fell from 27 between 1SS0 
tad 1800 to 1.C between 1800 and 1000. 
In Illinois it fell from 28.0 to 4.0. In 
other words, over about a quarter of 
each State tho population decreased be- 
tween 1880 and 1800 only to Increase in 
the last ten years." 




OFFICIAL LOOTS A BANK. 



Vice President or Detroit Institution 
Causes lta Jtnln. 

Tho City Savings Bank of Detroit, 
with deposits of $;i, 300,000. is insolvent 
and in tho hands orStatc Bank Commis- 
sioner George L. Mnltz, be'caiiBs its vice- 
president, Frank -C. Andrews, has over- 
drawn his account $014,000, owes tbo 
bank ? 214,000 more, and in addition has 
outstanding certified checks against tho 
Institution for $(J02,000. Mr. Andrews 
was arrested on a warrant charging him 
with "Willfully, fraudulently and know- 
ingly" securing from tho bank without 
security and without the knowledge of 
tho other directors a sum exceeding ?1,- 
000,000. 

The most remarkable operations which 
resulted in the wrecking of the bank 
have all tqken place within the last six 
weeks. Mr, Andrews Is a man of 80, 
who made a million dollars by speculation 
In.a few years, and who. now has lost bis 
fortune, ruined his reputation and caused 
great losses to hundreds of poor people 
by the same methods which gave him 
wealth before. 

Vice-President Andrews made uso of 
his Influence over tho cashier, Henry O, 
Andrews, who is no relative of his, to 
carry out his plans. What ho did waa 
entirety outside of the knowledge of any 
of the other directors, and when they 
discovered tho facts they nt oaco began 
tho investigation which resulted hi tb« 
closing of the bank. 

Andrews was bom on a farm in Ma- 
comb County, Michigan. When ho wai 
10 ho went to Detroit with a capital 
of $5, and af this he owed $3.75, so that 
*U be could call his own was $1.25; He 
became a clerk Id a real estate offioe, 
and his shrewdness aad business ability 
soon attracted attention. - Nobody scemt 
to know where he got lhe capital for the 
first deal, but It was not- loug before he 
had put through somo big deals on his 
.own account and cleaned up a small for- 
tune. Ho then became n partner of his 
employer, and In 1800 started n series of 
bojd real c&tnte operations that save tb< 
firm big profits and Andrews a reputa- 
tion of being tho cleverest rent oatntf 
man Jn Detroit. 

. From real estate speculation to stock 
speculation was but a short step, and 
before 'long Andrews had startled De- 
troit with tho fortune ho was piling up, 
Illa.plan. was t» take quick returns, and 
also to buy when tho public was^gclllrig, 
and then scllwhcu tho public begun to 
buy la much higher prices, He beeamfl 
a heavy ipvestor In 'street railroad 
'schemes two years nga: and sold- thrc« 
Interurbnn Hues to the Everett-Moon 
syndicate.

A LOAF CENTURIES OLD. 

Jt Win Pound In * Cav« llrralllnc In 
Arli-.oiiii nml I* Nnnr In n Mii*aum, 

A notable recent contribution to the 
archadoglcal museum or the Univer- 
sity of Arizona is a loaf ot bread found 
In a cave-dwelling in the Superstition • 
Mountain of central Arizona In 1879, 
and- since that time In the possession 
of Herbert Brown, superintendent ol 
the territorial prison. 

The loaf is undeniably bread, and 
-without a doubt is or great age, it 
was found embedded in the ashes 
wherein It was baited probably hnn- 

/ dreds or. perhaps thousands of years 
ago. It had very plainly been wrapped 
In a cfoth or mat. and the marks of 
tho fiber of the cloth are visible In 
tho dark, brlck-Uke masB. Mr. Brown 
is of the opinion that the bread was 
made of mesquite beans, roughly
